record of $38,462,377, 297- 


The debt took Its monthly jump 
as a result of'the borrowing of 
social security funds. 
The debt 


now Is $1,397,836,981 larger than 
at the beginning of the fiscal year 
on July 1 and about $1,400,000,000 
larger than a year 
ago. 


Expenses for this 
fiscal year 
have passed $3,000.000,000. 


Costs outran income by a wide 


margin. 
Tho deficit now is Sl,- 
178.939,938.

SZECHWAN PROVINCE CAN 
SUPPORT LARGE ARMY FOR 


YEAR OF FIGHTING

CHENGTU, China, Nov. 3.-OT 


—A new army of 300,000 recruits la 
being trained in Szechwnn prov- 
ince to fight alongside the 400.- 
000 well-drilled Szechwanese in re- 
newed hopes of stopping the in- 
vading Japanese. 


It is estimated that rice, wheat 


and other crops In this western 
province of nearly 53,000,00'0 pop- 
ulation and 166,000 square miles 
are big enough to support 2,700,- 
000 fighters for a year—one of 
the reasons why Generalissimo Chi- 
ang Kai-Shek choso it for the new 
military 
base 
for 
operations 


against Japan. 


Food supplies are being requi- 


sitioned, 
factories 
opened 
and 


mines developed. Machinery from 
the factories in Japan occupied 
eastern cities Is said to be on 
the way to Szechwan. Air raid de- 
fenses are being erected here and 
at Chungking, the provisional na- 
tional capital, also in Czechwan. 


The main route for foreign war 


supplies now is the 700-mile high- 
way to the Yunnan province hca<l 
of the railway from French Iqdo- 
China. 
The road between Szech- 


wan and the warfront in adjoin- 
ing Hunan is fO miles. 


The national government Is In 


strong control politically, although 
only last January Szechwan was 
considered dangerously 
rebellious.

In many "mod- 
ern" families there is seldom a 
common meeting about the eve- 
ning lamp, for reading, games 
and talk. Indeed, the lamp itself 
has been superseded by electri- 
city. For our Canadian camp we 
have tried unsuccessfully in the 
neighboring towns to buy a Roch- 
ester lamp. 
Our guests all ex-

When business econom- 


ists forecast bad times or 
good times, on the basis of

Passenger Been 111 


Sheriff Will Wood said marks on 
the right side of the car Indicated 
that a passenger In the car had 
become ill while the

was in motion. This passenger is 
believed to have been thc former 
Legion hospital patient with whom 
the doctor was seen in Kerrville 
Wednesday. Tho patient was said 
to have been a paroled Kansas con- 
vict. 


Officers said tho doctor might 
have been murdered by a drug- 
crazed fiend. 


Dr. Carson's automobile and bot- 


tTas, gun and hypodermic syringe, 
found In the car, were being ex- 
amined by Identification experts for 
fingerprints.

ly ended." 


Grady 
White, operator

roadhouse near the place where 
Chapman was 
flushed 
by

cers early last night, was taken 
into custody today and carried to 
an unannounced jail. 
Chapman, 
the officers said, had been hid- 
ing In the Neshoba county section 
for several weeks and 
apparent- 


ly had been harbored by friends. 


Chapman Identified. 
Major T. B. Birdsong of the state 
highway patrol identified as Chap- 
man a man who last night fled 
from an automobile when officers 
opened fire. 


Birdsong said he believed tho 40- 
year-old fugitive, who before turn- 
ing outlaw was a successful con- 
tractor at El Dorado, Ark., and who 
has escaped from Louisiana, Ark- 
ansas and 
Texas prisons, was 


wounded in the thigh., 
Acting on a tip that Chapman 


was visiting here officers last night 
closed In. He was believed sur- 
rounded in the woods today. 


Records compiled by the Arkan- 
sas state police and federal bureau 
of Identification show that Chap- 
man-was first arrested In Miami, 
Fla., in April, 1931, on, charges of 


carrying concealed weapons and hi- 
jacking. 
He was later released on bond 
and charges eventually were nolle 
pressed. 
In August, 1931, he was arrested 


in Vcntnor City, N. J., on a charge 
of highway robbery, but acquitted 
when brought to trial as Mays 
Landing. 
The former contractor then re- 


turned to the Southwest, where the 
records show numerous arrests and 
convictions. His last escape was 
from Eastham prison in Texas 
July 8, 1937. He was serving com- 
bined sentences of 85 years for 
bank robbery and kidnaping at the 
time.

Charles 
Chapman, 
Arkansas' 


and Texas' "depression bandit," 
scrawled his name in bold letters 
across police records of the South- 
west after sudden economic re- 
verses toppled Into ruin an appar- 
ently profitable legitimate busi- 
ness career.

BELT UNUSUALLY FULL OF CORN 
AS GOVERNMENT LOANS ARE DUE 


CHICAGO, Nov. 
I.—(IP)—Gran- 
aries throughout 
the farm 
belt 
were unusually well stocked with 
corn today as government loans to 
:9,000 farmers on almost 48,000,000 
jushels fell due. . 


Visible supplies at terminal cen- 


ters 
increased 
7,946,000 
bushels 
ast week as old and new corn 
loured into the principal markets, 
leavy marketing, of old and new 
corn at the samd time is unusual 
n the grain trade. The total U. S. 
visible supply of 24,674,000 bushels, 
while not large in comparison with 
country stocks, was 600 per cent 
greater than a year ago and the 
argest for the date since 1934. 
Country elevators, 
too, bulged 
^:ih corn and farmers throughout 
the belt hastened construction of 
new cribs. Lumber dealers report- 
ed brisk demand for materials. 
Corn Is selling in Chicago at ap- 


proximately 45 cents, near the low- 
est price level in almost five years. 
The latest figures on old corn 
supplies on farms showed approxi- 


mately 350,000,000 bushels of 1937 
crop grain has not been fed or 
marketed. The amount on loans 
was scarcely 14 per cent of this 
total. A year ago old stocks on 
farms totaled only 60,000,000 bush 
els. The 1938 supply is double that 
of the average in any of the past 
ten years. 


Uncle Sam is owner of part of 


the old corn now crowding stor- 
age and transportation facilities. 
How much has been defaulted on 
loans, however, could not be de- 
termined. 
The Commodity Credit Corpora- 


tion expects to sell some corn back 
to farmers for feeding, to distri- 
bute some In relief channels and 
to store some for normal mer- 
chandising later. Corn not turned 
over to the government for ship- 
ments may be fed or resealed on 
new loans at 57 cents a bushel, 
seven cents over the old rate. The 
government expects to lend money 
on possibly as much as 300,000,000 
bushels of 1938 corn.
